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Flash fire 
hits Peel 
apartment

Ftre damaged two apart- 
ments at 3462 Peel Street, one 
of the buildings from which 
students were evicted last No- 
vember, early Saturday even- 
ing. 

At the time of the evictions, 
Jiicques Roy of the Morgan Trust 
Company had said "the wiring in 
the houses is so poor that a flash 
fire could brealc out anytime." 

The fire department has called 
the cause 'unknown", although 
residents say that their lights 
flickered at about the same time 
the fire started. 

The fire destroyed the apart- 
ment of Lillian Arscniscvic, and~ 
damaged the apartment of David 
Solway. Neither are McGill stud- 
ents. 

According to the official fire 
department report, the fire 
started at about G:45 pm, and 
had spread to a bathroom and 
passageway walls and ceiling on 
the third floor by the time the' 
fire department arrived. 

One stream was used and one 
was kept going in case the fire 
spread. It was brought under 
control in about half an hour. 

Von Thadden visit 
cancelled at UBC 

The proposed visit of neo- 
nozi Adolph von Thadden to 
UBC has been cancelled. 

The intention of the campus 
Special Events Committee, under 
(he chairmanship of Brian Plum- 
nier, was to engage von Thadden 
in a panel discussion about re- 
surgent nazism in Germany. How- 
ever, the Committee felt that an 
"impartial academic discussion" 
was rendered Impossible by what 
Plumnier termed the "hysterical 
reaction" of the Canadian Jewish 
Congress and the "sensational- 
ism" of the press. 

Plummer stressed that no ad- 
ministrative pressure had forced 
I il e Committee's decision. He, 
nevertheless, conceded that "they 
weren't loo happy." 

Plummer said that the Com- 
niitlcc's decision came as a result 
of some research Into the policies 
of von Thadden. After examining 
the policies of the German NDP 
and those of the Kicsinger gov- 
ernment, Plummer said, they 
found von Thaddcn's stand only 
"slightly more extreme". He con- 
cluded that von Thaddcn's visit 
would serve no purpose and sub- 
sequently cancelled IL

Taylor, Quebec party chairman 
and three-time candidate in 
Mount Royal will now stand for 
nomination in Dollard. According 
to the new electoral map, the 
Dollard riding covers St. Laurent, 
Cartierville, Dollard des Or- 
meaux and part of Pierrcfonds. 
Taylor said he changed ridings 
because the redistribution made 
Dollard a more "fertile ground" 
for an NDP candidate.

Law building opened 

Warren gives convocation address

Chief Justice Robert Tasehereou of the Supreme Court of Canada and Chief Justice Earl 

Warren of the United States received honorary degrees at a special convocation marking the 
opening of Chancellor Day Hall, the Faculty of Law's new building, on Saturday. 



Chief Justice Warren also 
gave the convocation address in 
which he stressed that the idea 
of peace through law is necessary 
to prevent atomic annihilation. 

"If nuclear holocaust Is to be 
avoided the peoples of the 'world 
must build a new international 
order capable of achieving and 
maintaining peace among nations. 
It is my conviction that this new 
international order must be built 
out of law." 

Chief Justice Warren noted 
that now world jurists are work- 
ing together to attain this goal. 
lie said "The idea of achieve- 
ment through ecumenical effort 
is being utilized". 

The Chief Justice pointed out 
that two world-wide gatherings 
of lawyers and judges has re- 
sulted in the establishment of a 
World Peace Through Law Cen- 
tre in Geneva. He said that "an 
earnest effort is being made at 
the Centre to mobilize all the law 
forces of the world in the cause 
of peace." 

He said that last year the 
World Association of Judges was 
formed by the Centre "to bring 
to bear upon the problem of 
world peace the knowledge and 
experience of the judges of the 
' highest courts of the entire 
world. This has never been done 
even though there is no group 



more expert in peaceful solution 
and resolving of disputes." 

Chief Justice Robert Tasche- 
reau, speaking at the afternoon 
ceremonies in the moot court- 
room, said that "there is a very 
real bond of friendship between 
the Supreme Court and the Fac- 
ulty of law of McGili".

(Continued /rom page 1) 
twccn himself and his employers 
have been strained". 

Dechène has been forced to 
determine exactly where his 
future lies, after being advised 
by the administration to return 
to the university of his choice to 
further his formal study. 

An editorial in the same issue 
told students, "We must deter- 
mine if the course of action which 
the Administration has embark- 
ed upon is an attempt to drown 
academic freedom. 

"The -Deehene Affair is also a 
test of to what extent the Univer- 
sity has been democratized, of 
how strong our voice is going to 
be in formulating policy." 

Two students, Michael Gagnon 
and Bob O'Meara, felt Dechëne 
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had been unfairly treated and 
organized a protest rally for Fri- 
day. However Friday's Loyola 
News further clarified the issue, 
admitting that the professor's 
liberty to teach whatever he 
wanted "had never been violat- 
ed." Dechêne has accepted a 
scholarship for studies at Mc- 
Master next year and a subsidy 
from Loyola. 

The immediate issue resolved, 
students at Friday's rally turned 
instead to the underlying cause, 
the right of students to have a 
voice In academic affairs. UGEQ 
president Robert Nelson, Father 
Malonc, president of Loyola, 
Gagnon and O'Meara agreed that 
students need representation on 
the Senate and on the Committee 
on Appointments, Rank and 
Tenure.

Laurier Lapierre? Mon Dieu 

^ Professor Laurier Lapierre's announce- 
ment that he will seek the nomination of the 
New Democratic Party in Lachine this March 
marks his first bid for public office. With a 
well-established image as a teacher and 
television personality, Lapierre hopes to gain 
an NDP foothold in Quebec along with his 
running mate Professor Charles Taylor, who 
will contest the Dollard candidacy. Both men 
maintain there is a possibility of a federal 
election this fall, 

What does Laurier Lapierre stand for 
aside from a pipe-smoking New Left version 



of Canadian natiohàlism? He has just joined 
the NDP but retains his membership in the 
Quebec Liberal Party. To many people, La- 
pierre is a flamboyant opportunist who sees 
the rising tide of NDP support in the country 
as a chance to carve a niche for himself 
in politics. To French-Canadian nationalists 
he is a "vendu" who has opted for a strong- 
er federal power in Ottawa. In public state- 
ments the 37-year-old professor has advo- 
cated a new Canadian constitution based on 
the two nations concept. 

Contrasted with Charles Taylor, Lapierre 
has no thought-out philosophy for meeting 
Canada's social and economic problems. He 



Is a man of little intellectual substance, o 
man who reacts emotionally to political 
affairs without offering concrete solutions. 
Anyone who has seen Taylor on the cam- 
paign hustings can attest to his rapport with 
the public. Taylor has the talent to be "sim- 
patico," while Lapierre feels uneasy among 
people, especially with Montreal's working 
class. 

-It's one thing to get up on q platform 
before a ladies' auxiliary group or before a 
student group and calumniate all that's in 
the heavens above and the earth below; it 
is a far greater test to fight for the social 
betterment of a community which Lapierre 
wonts to represent. Even, sex appeal and a 
charnriing Gallic accent mean nothing to 
people who depend on their elected repre- 
sentatives to combat social injustices about 
them. • 

In short. Laurier Lapierre is not o poll- 
tical animal. Neither is he capable of un- 
derstanding the needs of people whom he 
hopes to represent in Ottawa. What he 
. needs is to mature politically, to think out 
his political beliefs before professing them. 
As one cab-driver put it : "Laurier Lapierre? 
Mon Dieu, c'est un gars qui danse dans 
l'air."

Dear Sir, 

III yuur editorial of January 
18th, you tnkc us to task for 
CO operaling with Aiucricun 
draft boards by reporting stand* 
\ng in class. In the Faculty of 
Alts and Science we did not 
report automatically to draft 
boards at the end of term last 
year, as American Universities 
arc required to do, but we did 
comply with specific requests 
from students for a report to 
their draft boards. After regis- 
tration this fall we returned 
Form lOU to draft boards show- 
'iny: that the student was regis- 
tered, but without indicating ■ 
whether or not he stood in the 
lop half of the class. This im- 
mediately gave rise to nume- 
rous frantic requests from stud- 
ents and their parents that wo 
release this information. We 
have complied with these rc- 
qnests by submitting a second 
form lO'J. 

It is meaningless to refuse to 
give this Information because 
wc know that many students 
have shown their Reports of 
Standing to their Draft Boards, 
and had these accepted in lieu 
of u direct statement from us. 
Wc do not sec why students 
whose local draft boards are 
reasonable should have an ad- 
vantage over students whose lo- 
cal boards arc very fussy about 
cuiniilyiiig with all the details. 
In any case, since our reports 
on the relatively small number 
of American males registered 
here go to many different local 
boards, there are many local 
boards with only one ur two 
McUiil students on their books. 
Blanket refusal to release in- 
formation on our part would 



give these boards no greater 
problem than refusal of Indivi- 
ilual students to request that wc 
send the Information.

Road To Mandalay 
And Points East 

Dear Sir. 

The large "L" Liberals under 
Peace Tower and on Capitol 
Hill, and their counterparts In 
North American acndcmia, arc 
getting nowhere in their criti- 
cism of President Johnson's 
Vietnam policy because they fall 
to appreciate its objective. 

The critics claim not to see 
how the bombing of northern 
Vietnam renders any easier 
Washington's avowed diploma- 
tic efforts to initiate negotia- 
tions; they are distressed by 
the constant rebuff of negotia- 
tion feelers from the North; 
they are confused by the John- 
son Administration's equivocal 
stance on dealing with the Na- 
tional Liberation Front, and by 
the President's reluctance to en- 
dorse In toto the 1054 Geneva 
Agreement. 

Evidently it has not occurred 
to these Liberals that the Adml. 
nistration doesn't seem to be 
promoting negotiations because 
it doesn't want negotiations. 
After all, any non-military sett- 
lement of the Vietnam conflict 
that will leave the United Sta- ■ 
tes looking even vaguely like a 
supporter of- democracy will 
have to provide for elections, as 
did the Geneva accord — free, 
internationally supervised elec- 
tions throughout the entire 
country to decide not whether 
Vietnam is to be re-united (it 
was never divided), but to de- 
cide under what regime it is to 
be governed. And such elections, 
in the view of thosc^ making 
current U.S. policy, wotild'spell 
sure disaster: the end of Ame- 
rican occupation, and the coii- 
' futalion of that old saw about 
Communist governments never 
being freely brought to power. 

■ For If W/c of the Vietnamese 
people were about to vote for 
Ho Chi Minh In 1964, two years 
before President Elsenhower 



felt compelled to unilaterally 
abrogate the election provisions 
of the Geneva pact (Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Mandate for Chan- 
ge, pg. 372), then today, after 
their exposure to American "hu- 
manitarian paternalism" — I.e., 
the napalm on their villages,

The Health Service and The Pill 



With the development and widespread use of oral con- 
traceptives during recent years, colleBO health services all 
over the country are being forced to make a policy decision 
about whether or not to prescribe them to unmarried female 
students. For universltiei which refuse to provide birth control 
pills for single girls, it is becoming Increasingly apparent that 
it is not medical considerations that cause them to maintain 
such a stand. 

• The Director of the Health Service at the University of To- 
ronto last wtek announced that birth control pills are now being 
issued to some unmarried girls at the university. 

• At the University of Western Ontario, two student reporters 
obtained supplies of the pill from a university doctor on consecu- 
tive days — one saying she hbd menstrual cramps, the second asking 
speelfiealiy for the pill for birth control purposes. 

e A recently-compiled US survey revealed that nearly half the 
college health services prescribe birth control pills, although only 
4% will do so for single women who do not intend to marry In 
the near future. 



And what is the situation at 
McGill? Dr. C. Miller, head phy- 
sician at the women's branch or 
the Student Health Service, lo- 
cated in RVC, neither elves out 
birth control pills nor writes 
prescriptions for (hem. Instead 
she refers students who request 
them to private gynocologists 
In Montreal, most of whom will 
Issue the pill to unmarried girls. 
She feels that they must be 
taken under the supervision of 
a qualified gynecologist. "And 
why should the Health Service 
provide them if they're avail- 
able anyway?" says the doctor. 

Dr. Miller has another rea- 
son for refusing to prescribe 
the pill— she wants to keep her 
job. Two years ago, an RVC 
physician defied the university 
authorities and distributed them 
under the table to many female 
students. It was brought to the 
attention of Helen Reynolds, 
Warden of RVC, and he sub- 
sequently resigned. 

. There ere now many names 
floating around RVC of private 
doctors who will issue pill 
prescriptions to girls who say 
they are engaged, as well as 
doctors who will perform abor- 
tions for less than $150. One 
girl reported that tlicrc is a 
reputable doctor at one Mon- 
treal hospital whose nurse 
takes down the girl's name and 
address over the telephone and 
sends a prescription in the 
mail. At the same time, the 
nurse makes an appointment for 
the girl to be examined by the 
doctor, about two weeks after 
she has started on the pill. 

The doctors' legal position In 
prescribing the pill is an un- 
known quantity, because of 
the law's loophole known as 
"the public good". Section ISO 
(2c) of the Criminal Code of 
Canada makes it an offence to 
sell or advertise birth control 
devices- unless the offender "es- 
tablishes that the public good 
was served". The code leaves 
the phrase "the public good" 
open to Interpretation. 

Medical men have consequent- 
ly taken matters into their own 
bands, and decide whether to 



prescribe the pill to single wo- 
men according to their person- 
al moral convictions. 

Taking the pill is often ac- 
companied by weight gain and 
nausea, and users must be ex- 
amined at least once by a gy- 
necologist to see that there arc 
no serious side effects. The pill 
is taken on a 21-day cycle and 
sporadic use is ineffective. A 
month's supply costs about $2. 

Lohrenz's objections 

One of the formulators of 
Health Service policy at McGill 
is Dr. John G. Lohrcnz, Director 
of the Health Service and also 
Clinical Director of the Mental 
Health Service. He feels that 
prescribing the pill "is just not 
one of the functions of college 
physicians at this time". 

One reason for this feeling Is 
his beUef that the plU has no 
valuejçiiiri unwanted 



pregnancies. "Just because you 
own a toothbrush doesn't mean 
you brush your teeth," he says, 
and cites cases of incorrect us- 
age. 

Dr. Lohrenz's toothbrush an- 
alogy seems strange, unless it 
is to be assumed that someone 
would take the trouble of se- 
curing (he pill if she did not 
intend to use it. Also, if proper 
information about the use of 
the pill and the grave con- 
sequences of not following in- 
structions were made generally 
available, the danger of mis- 
use would virtually disappear. 

Another consideration for 
Dr. Lohrcnz is lack of funds. If 
the Health Service were to 
prescribe pills, a gynecologist 
would have to be hired for su- 
pervision. He feels that, for 
that expense, acquiring the 
services of a dentist or eye 
specialist at the Health Service 
is equally, if not more Impor- 
tant. }■ 

But the economic and medic- 
al considerations arc relatively 
insignificant. The essential ob- 
jection is the moral one, that 
"the university can be inter- 
preted as supporting pre-marital 
sexual activity. This is in op- 
position to the established so- 
cial consensus of the commun- 
ity". 

Speaking like the psychiatrist 
he is. Dr. Lohrcnz says, "Peo- 
ple who ask the Health Service 
for contraceptives are request- 
ing not provision but permis- 
sion. The university, in effect, 
would be s a y i n g to hesitant 




girls, 'It's all right, go ahead 
and do it'. 

"Arranging for the availabil- 
ity of pills is the private con- 
cern of the individual, not the 
concern of the university." 

This is the stock argument 
of anti-pill Health Services. 
In the recently-published US 
national survey, the President 
of the Pacific Coast College 
Health Association says many 
health services thought that 
"prescribing the pill would ex- 
press tacit approval for pre-

marital relations, implying that 
colleges accept a responsibility 
that docs not properly belong 
to them and runs counter to 
the great majority of parents." 

The Universit/s duty 

But ho^^ much of a responsi- 
bility ''âoês the university; have 
to students' parents and to: the 
community? Dr. Lohrcnz sug- 
gests that the university is 
hesitant to prescribe the pill 
because of the public outcry 
that would be raised. Certainly 
there would be feedback, but 
that is the result of any pro- 
gressive innovation. The issue 
Iicrc is that the university must 
not simply be subservient to 
the values and norms of the 
community in . which., it. . is . situ- 
ated, but should also.^plày a ' 
major role in changing them. 

The university's problem 
seems to be a reluctance to 
buck the moral conventions of 
the community. The convention- 
al sexual ethic dictates: permit 
boys' pre-marital forays, biit 
forbid them for girls; ; It^ says: 
expect people, to enter iiiito a 
lifc-iong relationship, marriage, 
without any previous knowledge 
about' their sexual compatibili- 
ty. Let adolescents content 
themselves with producing pro- 
longed states of sexual excite- 
ment without satisfaction, de- 
spite the likelihood that this 
will make full enjoyment of sex 
at a later date difficult or im- 
possible. 



It is no secret that today's 
students refuse to accept many 
of society's moral standards — 
they are in a position where 
they don't have to. The blind 
adherence to the status quo of 
other members of the academic 
community, the administrators, 
often against their personal con- 
victions, is the problem which 
remains to be solvèd. 

An example is the stand 
taken by the Warden of RVC, 
who refuses to discuss the pill. 
Miss Reynolds declined an invit- 
ation to participate in a panel 
discussion on birth control 
sponsored by the Prc-Medical 
Society, in which Dr. Lohrcnz 
appeared. When approached by 
an interviewer for this article, 
she would not comment on why, 
as chief policy-maker at RVC, 
she maintains the pill ban, and 
would not put herself on record 
except for the lone statemctit, 
"I am dealing with unmarried 
girls". 

Student sits on Health 
Committee 

The McGill Health Service is 
controlled by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Student Health, which | 
includes among others the Prin- 
cipal, Dr. Lohrcnz, Miss Rey- 
nolds and one student represen- 
tative. He is Lome Ruby, a third- 
year medical student. So far. 
he has attended ono meeting of 
the committee at which health 
insurance for foreign students 
was the topic of discussion. 
However, at one point, accord- 
ing to Ruby, a committèé mem- 
ber mentioned that many col- 
lege Health Services have start- 
ed to prescribe the pill, and 
"there were - smiles all around 
the table". 

Ruby has voting privileges on 
the committee, which, periodic- 
ally issues directives to the 
Health Service. As a representa- 
tive of student opinion, he says 
he will respond to any pressure 
from large groups of students. 
The committee seems to be in:, 
tcrested in student views, he 
says, and at all times at, the 
last meeting, they tried to get 
him actively involved in the 
discussion. ' 

If students feci strongly ab- 
out this issue, Lornc Ruby is 
the person in the best position 
to articulate their opinions to 
the administration. 

And the administration must 
be made to realize and accept 
that the cornerstone of tradl-' 
tional morality — the disastrous 
consequences of pregnancy out- 
side marriage — has been ren- 
dered obsolete by the develop- 
ment of oral contraceptives, vir- 
tually 100% effective. ^

Redmen win streak folds

The previously high flying Redmen were temporarily grounded over the weekend, when 
they met a typhoon disguised as the Varsity Blues and a dreary drizzle in Kingston against 
Queen's Golden Gaels. 



The weather in both Ontario 
cities was well into the thirties 
but the count on the scoreboards 
was enough to freeze the Redmen 
in their now precarious fourth 
place position. Friday night's 
blitzlcrieg saw the Redmen bow 
16-1 to the Hoglown heroes (they 
played hockey not football), and 
Saturday's afternoon contest re- 
sulted in a 3-2 decision for the 
Gaels, who willingly accepted 
the two SIHL points from the 
tradition-steeped Redmen. 

The tradition has been forti- 
fied over the past three or four

However, as is the case with al- 
most all of the other SIHL teams, 
Toronto showed that they 
shouldn't be toying with opposi- 
tion from that league. 

The Blues scored after thir- 
teen seconds of the opening face- 
off and about one minute before 
the final siren as well as four- 
teen other times during the six- 
ty minute circus. There was only 
one sixteen minute stretch dur- 
ing the second period when the 
teams battled on even terms and 
the Blues did not score.
